AAA  CONFERENCE  SCHEDULED  FOR  JANUARY  8n10 

Flanning  a  program  to  carry  the  1945  agricultural  gcals  to  the  farmers  ar.d 

ranchers  of  Now  i  exico  is  one  of  the  principal  jobs  facing  the  conference  of 

county  AAA  committeemen  and  ACA  secretaries,  which  will  be  held  at  State  College 

January  8-10. 

C.  V.  Hemphill,  chairman  of  the  State  AAA  Committee #  has  asked  county 
committeemen  to  bring  preliminary  county  goal  figures  to  the  conference.  Final 
county  goals  will  be  established  after  careful  consideration  of  1944  agricultural 
production,  the  nation's  needs,  support  prices,  and  farmers'  plans. 

HOUSE  FASHES  CROP  INSURANCE  BILL 

The  House  of  Representatives,  has  voted  254  to  16  to  restore  the  federal,  crop 
insurance  program,  r-nd  the  bill  is  now  av.aiting  action  by  the  Senate. 

The  bill  provides  for  immediate  insurance  on  wheat,  cotton,  and  flax,  with 
protection  not  to  exceed  75  per  cant  of  the  approved  yield  for  each  insured  farm. 
Experimental  insurance  ray  also  be  written  for  corn,  dry  beans,  oats,  barley,  rye, 
tobacco,  rice , peanuts,  soybeans,  sugar  beets,  potatoes  and  other  vegetables, 
fruits,  tame  hay,  and  any  other  agricultural  commodity  if  sufficient  "actuarial 
data  arc  available," 

Under  the  House  bill,  indemnities  would  be  paid  on  losses  due  to  drouth, 
flood,  hail,  wind,  frost,  lightning,  hurricane,  tornado,  insect  infestation, 
plant  disease,  fire,  snow,  wildlife,  and  winterkill.    In  areas  —here  it  is 
customary  to  resecd  following  winterkill,  it  would  be  necessary  to  continue  the 
practice •

FEW  11)7.1  CO  LUMBER  PRODUCTICr  DROPS 
The  repdrted  production  of  lumber  in  New  Mexico  for  1943  shows  a  decided 
drop  from  1941  and  1942  production.    According  to  statistics  released  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  New  Mexico  produced  13,292,000  feet  less  lumber  in  1943  than 
in  1G42,  and  5,513,000  feet  less  than  in  1941. 

"  Of  the  total  1943  production  of  109,099,000  feet,  92,345,000  feet  or  85  per 
cent  vas  ponderosa  pine;  13,132,000  foot,  Douglas  firj  2,395,000  feet,  white  fir; 
and  1,22*7,000,  Engelmann  spruce. 

FETTER  PORK  CEOPS  III  1945 
Tho  U.  3,  Department  of  Agriculture  predicts  that  1945  meat  production  will 
be  almost  2,000,000,000  pounds  less  than  this  year's  indicated  output  of  more  than 
24,500,000,000  pounds^  with  reduced  hog  production  accounting  for  most  of  the 
difference. 

A  victory  for  the  allies  early  in  1945  would  reduce  military  and  lend-lease 
requirements  by  more  than  a  billion  pounds. 

MILITARY  Dj^'QmD  CUT 3  F-IOSPHj.XS  SUPPLIES 

Increased  military  demand  for  sulphuric  acid  has  reduced  prospective  supplies 
of  phosphate  fertilizer  from  an  early  estimate  of  7,000,000  tons  to  6,500,000 
tons,  according  to  the  "Jar  Food  Administration.    American  farmers  used  7,600,000 
tons  last  year. 

Severe  shortages  of  some  nitrogen  compounds  may  also  occur,  tho  WFA  says# 
Potash  supplies  are  relatively  plentiful.

"All  foods  in  good  condition 
are  sold  at  ceiling  prices  less  normal  trade  dicounts. 

FOR  WXM  TJ'Z  TALL  CORN  GROVjS 

It  isn't  only  in  the  current  shov;,  "Oklahoma,"  that  corn  is  as  high  as  an 
elephant's  eye,  according  to  neighbors  of  0.  V.  Clayton,  chairman  of  the  hoard 
of  supervisors  of  the  Otero  Soil  Conservation  district. 

Corn  stands  more  than  eight  feet  high  on  part  of  his  80-acre  irrigated  field, 
and  the  cars  are  correspondingly  largo  and  -well-filled.     Tvvo  things  are  respons- 
ible for  his  success,  Mr.  Clayton  says:  the  use  of  certified  Mexican  June  corn  seed 
and  recent  irrigation  improvements.    "I  nor;  can  irrigate  the  entire  field  evenly 
in  only  three  hours,  without  wasting  cither  soil  or  rater,"  he  says. 

Leveling  30  acres  of  land  and  installing  a  bankless-ditch  system  have  also 
enabled  him  to  grot/  a  good  cotton  crop  on  a  field  that  couldn't  be  profitably 
farmed  before. 

Lhh'D-L  ASg  FOOD  DULIVZRI'S  DOWN 
October  food  deliveries  to  our  allies  totaled  719,300,000  pounds  — 177,000, 000 
pounds  more  than  September  deliveries,  but  nearly  400  million  pounds  less  than  in 
October,  1945*    Last  year  tiie  United  States  vr.s  building  stockpiles  for  the 
invasion.
